According to article 318(a) of th.’ Constitution, the Presi- 
deiit has been empowered to make legiJations to regulate the 
conditions of service of the Chairman and members of the 
Union Public Service Commission. Accoidingly the Union 
Public Service Commission (Members) Regulations were nsued 
on 19th Sepiember, 1969, Regulation 4 of these Regulations 
relates to the amoont of pay to be paid to a oa £ia 
aproiiilment as Chairmaii/Member of the UPSC. The fourth 
previso to Regulation 4 deals with the manner in which the 
pay of such a person on appointment as the Chairman or a 
Member shall be fixed. According tc this proviso, in cate 
of appointment as Chairman or a Member of a person who 
has retired from service under the Gove nment, a local body, 
a university or any other body wholly or substantially owned 
t>r controlled by the Government and who is in receipt of 
or has received or has become entitki to receive any retire¬ 
ment benefit by way of pension, gratuity, cotributory provi¬ 
dent fund or otherwise, the pay specified in Regulation 4 
shall be reduced by the gross amount of pension (including 
any portion of the pension which may have been commuted) 
and (he pension equivalent of the otii'ir forms of retirement 
betitfifs, if any. 

In terms of orders issued by the Dspariment of Personnel 
and Training vide O.M. No.3/3/87-Estt. (Pay. Ill dated 3rd 
June, 1989, the UPSC (Members) Regulations have already 
been amended to provide that the pension equivalent of retire¬ 
ment gratuity received for the previous service shall not be 
deducted from the pay so fixed. However, since these regula¬ 
tions provide for appointment as Chairman/Member also of 
a person who retire from (i) Local Body (ii) Univei-sity, or 
(til) any other body wholly or substantially controlled by 
Government, it has been decided that payment of employer’s 
share of Contributory Provident Fund should be tieated on 
the analogy of pension equivalent and the same should not 
be deducted while fixing pay of Chairman/Member, who was 
a CPF beneficiary. Since the orders ipnoring pension equiva¬ 
lent of retirement gratuity received for the previous service 
at the time of fixation of pay of appointment as Chairman, 
UPSC, were given effect to with effect from 1st June, 1988, 
it would be appropriate that this amendment is also given 
effect from the same date, namely, 1-6-1988.' No one’s in¬ 
terest would be adversely affected by giving retrospective 
effect fo this amendment.

G.S.R. 381.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in sui»r- 
session of the Ministry of Petroleum and Chemicals (Adviser 
Petrochemicals Class-! Gazetted) Recruitment Rul?s, 1968, 
except as respects things done as omitted to be done before 
such supersession, the President hereby makes the following 
rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of 
Adviser (Petrochemicals) in the Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals (Department of Chemicals and Petrochemicals), 
namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 

be called the Department of Chemicals and Petro¬ 
chemicals [Adviser (Petrochemicals)] Recruitment 
Rules. 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post. Classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed toi these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, quaJffications and other 
matters relating to th© said post shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification.—.—No pefson, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, had done 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that tne Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled

G.S.R. 384 :—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution 
and in supersession of the Zoological Survey of India (Central Service Group ‘D’) Recruitment Rules, 1962, 
in so far as they relate to the post of Laboratory Attendant except as respects things done or omitted to be 
done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of re¬ 
cruitment to the post of Laboratory Attendant in the Zoological Survey o India under the Department of 
Environment, Forests and Wildlife, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Zoological Survey of India

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—^The number of the said post, its classification and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules. 


3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications etc.—^The method of recruitment, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—^No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
fc^, so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax—Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessay or expedient so 
to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concession 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard.
